provements in sub marine warfare have 
had quite as wide a range and as in­ 
teresting a history from the primitive 
herring kegs charged with gunpowder 
to the modern sub marine torpedo b oat 
which dives under water, and carrying 
Its deadly charge In any direction re­ 
quired sends the mightiest man-of-war 
with all its turrets and b arb ettes spin ­ 
ning Into the air. 
And as the Idea of the locomotive 
was first taken from the domestic k e t ­ 
tle, ho that of the torpedo was devel­ 
oped from the common b eer or herring 
keg. 
The "Battle of the Kegs" is little 
known b ut one of the most decidedly 
interesting in American history. It was 
one in which the British were worsted 
offer that famous 
ferrying 
party in 
which W ashington crossed the Dela­ 
ware and was one of the most am using 
and facetious Incidents 
o f the entire 
Revolutionary war. 
It was also the 
first real b attle In which the torpedo 
ever figured, if a keg charged with gun­ 
powder to he exploded b y contact, and 
floated down the stream towards which 
the British lay, could he called a tor­ 
pedo. 
And yet such was the first tor­ 
pedo and the father of all modern sub ­ 
marine warfare. 
"The Battle of the Kegs” was fought 
Jan. 7. 1778, in 
the Delaware River, 
when four Britishers were killed and 
several others wounded. 
The Kegs 
would have b een given a b etter account 
of themselves only that for some rea­ 
son the British merchantmen that were 
anchored in the river moved close to 
rhore. otherwise the kegs would have 
played havoc to the British shipping. 
W henever the kegs came In contact 
with any ob struction it promptly went 
skyw ards and the repetition 
of

then strange phenomena, so terrified 
the British Admiral that he ordered 
pome b oats to b e manned and a picked 
detachment of marines to go forward

While 
this vessel was lying at anchor some 
of the seamen ob serving a line towing 
astern, and thinking it a mere fishing 
line commenced vigorously hauling In, 
feeling confident that they had nothing 
of less dimension'} than a b ab y whale 
a t least, on the hook end. 
When the 
nailers had ab out fifteen fathoms o f the 
line hauled in they were astonished 
to find that it. was b uoyed up at reg­ 
ular intervals b y little b its of sticks. 
The necessity of these devices in fish­ 
ing were not apparent to the English­ 
men b ut nothing daunted and with a 
hee-haw the British tars kept towing 
the anticipated whale. 
Suddenly the 
refrain of the seamen ceased and they 
found a machine which was much too 
heavy for two men to haul up. "It can 
not have b een a whale,” thought they, 
"though it may he the very devil him ­ 
self,” as they pulled the peculiar con­ 
trivance on b oard. 
It weigh« !! up­ 
wards of five tons, and all hands were 
called to ret It upon deck. 
Command­ 
er Symonds who commanded the Cer­ 
b erus was a little apprehensive that it 
was "another trick of those damned 
reb el Yankees” b ut nevertheless feel in?
